BOFIA, December 5, —Now thip (he

The namber of cununltios
which the Bulgarians eonsiier nre ut-
terly secondary to their shject, have uit
been officially stated na yet, but it is
goenernlly estimnted that botwoen fifty
and soventy-five thousand werd killed
or nbout one insix, This in low owing
to the amnll eslibor of the Turkish
Mauser bullet.

The nvernge man's first question in
evitably will eomeern itself with the
tesult of the uke of the aeroplunes in
warfare,  Thirty planes of different
typen were loonted in the (ireok pas
ture Tovels of the Mariten rviver, Fro-
quent flights were made both by the
Bulgarian officers and by professional
nvigtors who lnd militory observers
with them.

their treatment by the State should be
aimed pritaneily at thelr morul improve
ment.
